nan, in Scotland; but of Engliſh parents; for both his father 
and mother were natives of the county of Cumberland. Be. 
fore he was ſix months old, he was totally depriv d of his eye- 
fight by the ſmall-pox. His father (who, by all the accounts 
of him, was a very good man) had intended to breed him 
up to his own, or ſome other trade: But as this misfortune 
render d him incapable of any, all that this worthy parent 
could do, was to ſhew the utmoſt care and attention that he 
was able toward him, in ſo unfortunate a ſituation; and this 
goodneſs of his has left ſo ſtrong an impreſſion on the mind 
of his ſon, that he ſpeaks of it with the greateſt warmth of 
gratitude and affection. What was wanting to this poor 
youth from the Joſs of his fight, and the narrowneſs of his 
fortune, ſeems to have been repaid him in the goodneſs of 
his heart, and the capacities of his mind. It was very early, 
that he ſhew'd a ſtrong inclination toward poetry, in parti- 
cular. His father, and a few of his other friends, uſed ſome- 
times to read, to divert him: They began with ſuch books 
as are generally read by children under ten years old, for 
their diverſion; and when he was turn'd of that age, the 
works of Allan Ramſay, Prior's Poems, and the Tatters, 
Speftators, and Guardians, were added to his amuſements.

ERE an orator” to draw any advantage to bis cha- 
racter from the cauſe he pleads, few opportunities 
could 15 more favourable to ſuch a deſign than the preſent: 
but unhappily for me ! in proportion to the excellency of the 
ſubject treated, it is expected, that the ſentiments and ſtile 
ſhould' riſe in dignity and juſtneſs; yet, however unequal to 
my preſent taſk the execution may be, I flatter myſelf that 
the ſubje& will {till be thought worthy your attention, As 
advancement” in knowledge and virtue is the moſt worthy 
purſuit of intelligent beings; ſo it is the moſt ſtriking and 
amiable recommendation to our eſteem, - where-ever we be⸗ 
hold it: This is the noble end which friendſhip propoſes ; 
this the generous ſpirit which animates the preſent Society. 
Friendſhip, may be defined” © a fentiment of high appro- 
«* bation entertained by two or more perſons, begun and con- 
4 tinued by a conſciouſneſs of virtue in each; heighten'd 
« and improved by familiarity, and a mutual inter Sue of 
Kind offices“. Other circumſtances there are (fuch as: 
equality of age and Ration, ſimilarity in temper and opinion, 
unity of taſte and genius, which may contribute much to 


this connection: But theſe” are too numerous and too little 
55 eſſential. 
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eſſential to friendſhip, to be either eaſily comprehended in 
any general definition, or abſolutely neceſſary to conſtitute 
It. th e 
It has been a ſubject of warm diſpute for many ages, 
„ Whether friendſhip from ſelfiſh regards; from a ſenſe of 
« indigence and weakneſs in particulars; and from the ac- 
« ceſſion of ſtrength and influence which may accrue to 
« them, by their union with others. Is it neceſſary that 
this ſhould fall under our preſent conſideration? Nay, may 
it not be further aſked, Whether reaſon is a proper and im- 
mediate judge of this caſe ? Does not every man's heart, at 
firſt view, pronounce ſuch an opinion equally abſurd and 
unworthy of human nature? Can we readily confeſs, that, 
even in the animal world, we recognize amiable inſtincts 
and tender ſentiments, which cannot poſſibly be ſuppoſed to 
ariſe from ſelfiſh motives; and yet deny the ſame beautiful 
conſtitution in the human nature, which is allowed more 
like Gop himſelf than any other that falls under our ob- 
ſervation ? | Spy 
'Tis acknowleged, that inferior ranks of being are more 
ſwayed by impulſe and appetite than we, that their atten- 
tion is almoſt wholly ingroſs d by preſent gratification ;. and 
that they are little, or not at all, capable of reaſoning from 
analogy and paſt experience; or of judging by an induction 
of fimilar circumſtances, of future events. Thoſe inſtances 
of ſeeming foreſight which may be diſcovered in ants and 
bees, are ſeldom attributed to reflection, and a conſciouſneſs 
of approaching winter: Yet, it would ſeem from theſe, 
gentlemen, that all their actions muſt be reſolved into views 
of future intereſt and pleaſure. Excellent reaſoning this, 
and worthy the moſt ſublime philoſophy ! When we would 
detract from animal nature, we deny them the maſon 
awn 
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dawn of reaſon : When we would obliterate every thing 
lovely or graceful in our own, we aſſert, that no fenſible be- 
ing can act but from diſtant and intereſted views. 

The hen is, by one of our beſt authors, ſaid to be among 
the moſt ſtupid animals, yet when ſhe reſigns the free poſ- 


ſeſſion of the fields and air, when with the moſt tender aſſi- 


duity, ſhe confines herſelf to one place and fituation, when 
ſhe continues indefatigable in her taſk, notwithſtanding cold 
and other hardſhips; when ſhe ſacrifices her ſtrongeſt and 
moſt favourite appetites to the production and nouriſhment 
of her young: All this we muſt no doubt imagine, ariſes 
from her ſage concluſion, that, in the ſpace of three weeks 
ſhe ſhall have the pleaſure to ſee a race of beings produced, 
which will pick up food for her, and prote& her in her old 
age. Nay (ſince, in complaiſance to our hypotheſis, we have 
dignified her with no mean portion of reaſon) may we not 
ſuppoſe further, that ſhe conſiders them as the heirs of her 
fortune, and deſtin'd to the important taſk of propagating 
her name and poſterity ? 

But not to dwell too long on this circumſtance : If we will 
conſult the unprejudiced ſentiments of our hearts, are we not 
conſcious of loving ſomething ultimately, and for its own 
ſake ? Have the moſt diffuſive benevolence, the moſt im- 
partial juſtice, the ſtricteſt temperance, the moſt conſum- 
mate wiſdom, the moſt invincible magnanimity, no intrinſic 
charms ? Do not the very ideas of characters and intentions

and perſon), yield the mind a pleafure, infinitely ſuperior in 
reality, quantity, and duration, to all the gratifications of 
ſelfiſn affection, tho' their fruition could be united together 
in the ſame inſtant?

what ſeas of milk, and ſhips of amber, carry us on in ſuch 
romantic projects 


Let us then, with candour own, that ſuch is. ae lively 
frame of our nature, ſuch the benignant conſtitution, which 
we owe to our CREATOR; that we muſt love virtue and vir- 
tuous perſons ſimply and ultimately for themſelves. And, 
though all things in nature have an innate tendency to 
like things, yet can ſhe boaſt no attraction ſo delightful, ſo 
ſtrong, ſo univerſal as this. For of all the 422 of the 
human heart, where it remains untainted by vice, ſuch as 
lead us to virtue and her admirers, are alone inſatiable of 
their objects. Gratification only rouſes them to a greater 
keenneſs, and extends them to admit higher degrees of en- 
joyment.

There is another claſs, generally called friends, who are 
joined by accident, humour, or caprice. Theſe make a 
mighty buſtle in their fondneſs ; nothing paſſes, for ſome 
time, amongſt them, but careſſes and compliments. When, 
lo! circumſtances are reverſed, the whim changes, and all 
their loquacious tenderneſs vaniſhes in air. Often too, in- 
connections much better founded, an unforgiving ſpirit pre- 
vails. Our own weakneſſes are viewed with a partial eye; 
thoſe of our friends magnified to a gigantic ſtature. Nothing 
is expected from them but perfection; while, alas! all the 
return we can often make is ill- humour and infirmity. If 
theſe are incident to human life, it they are the misfortunes 
of our nature, muſt we blame friendſhip for them ? How 
unjuſt, how impious, would ſuch a conduct be? Let us think 
more maturely and deliberately, and we ſhall ſoon turn our 
execrations on ourſelves: We ſhall ſoon find, that we have 
either been too imprudent in chooſing our friends, or too 
variable in ſupporting what we had ſo raſhly begun.

If indeed a 
blind affection takes up the whole attention of the mind, if 
it contracts her views, and limits the exerciſe of her nobler 
powers; ſuch an affection is a vice, but far from being in- 
titled to the ſacred name of Friendſhip, which can only be 
inſpired and conducted by virtue.

What a different appearance would the whole 
conduct of nature aſſume, if ts expreſſed no more value 
for thoſe of her works which ſcem to bear the higheſt im 


preſſions of her art, than for thoſe which, in proportion, 


appear only the product of a careleſs hand? Can we then 
be eaſily led to think, that the Soul, which of all the known 
eren de of nature, ſeems to be her favourite child, ſhall 
only be coeval with 46 flowers of the field, or the fading 
colours of the rainbow? And as the hope, that nature will 
proportion the duration of this beauty 1 its worth, at firſt 
view appears probable; ſo it is attended with adyantages 


which render it highly worthy of indulgence. And though 


the ſtoical notion in all its ſtrictneſs be admitted, That we 


** onght to hope for nothing out of our own power, and 
« that immortality is one of 8 {a) 6 d ip d,? yet we 
are in no danger of being diſappointed. For if the opinion 


is true, then fhall the virtuous become poſſeſſed of all they 


hoped for: But if otherwiſe, as we don't ſurvive our loſs, 


ſo we muſt be abſolutely inſenſible of it. Beſides, it hinders ; 
not in the leaſt our purſuing virtue as its own reward; for 


as exiſtence in elf 1s end capable of pleaſure and 
pain, according to its different circumſtances, it can never 
be  defited merely for its om fake. The inftint of ſelf- 
preſervation is blind, and void of reflection; we therefore 
wiſh to exiſt, becauſe exiftence is neceſſary to enjoy ment. 
And as the poſſeſſion of vittue is 2 the only real on- 
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joyment, the defire of Immortality is, or. ought to be, that 
of the eternal poſſeſſion of virtue. The only dangerous 
extremes, towards which the opinion of a future ſtate can 
tend, are, either when ideas of that ſtate inflame the mind 
with ſuch deſires to change her ſituation, as render her'care- 
leſs and impatient of life, or cloud her with ſuperſtition and 
horror. But if we would duly: regulate our paſſions, we 
ought to conſider, that in none of theſe caſes are we fit for 
the ſtate we may thus purſue or avoid. Nothing is more 
juſt than that antient maxim, © That we ought to go out of 
* life as from a plentiful entertainment, without ſatiety or 
“ regret.” As our minds advance in ſuch a temper, we 
may begin to entertain the deſire of Immortality; and try 
how far our expectations are ill or well founded. But in this 
ſearch, as in all other matters of fact, it is to be feared, that 
we muſt be content with evidence inferior to demonſtration, 
though ſufficiently ſtrong to gain our aſſent, and influence 
our courſe of action. n Hi % Iron ol 

As the obje& of our inveſtigation is the Soul, it is natural 
to examine what preſages of her duration may be diſcovered 
in her natural qualities; what in thoſe which are called mo- 
ral, and their relation to the univerſe in general; and what 
may be expected from the goodneſs, wiſdom, and juſtice of 
her Creator. 6 n F 

One obvious quality of the Soul, is that of ſpontaneous 
motion {a) ; every man feels in himſelf a free principle of 
activity, the motions of which neither begin from any thing 
external, nor are continued by it; but are eſſentially inhe- 
rent in the Soul itſelf. It muſt be confeſſed, that we are 
firſt excited to action by perceptions of pleaſure and pain, or

by judgments formed in conſequence of them: But theſe 
perceptions or opinions cannot be ſaid to act on the mind as 
one part of matter acts upon another: For whatever the ſub- 
ſtance of the Soul be, yet its ideas muſt be immaterial (4); 
and to ſuppoſe an immaterial thing to a& by contact or im- 
pulſe, is abſurd. When one body impels another, there is no- 
thing requiſite to move the body impelled, but the impulſe 
itſelf : But when any pleaſing or painful perception (which 
we may compare to the Vis impreſſa) awakens the attention 
of the mind; ſhe in moſt caſes looks round her, ſhe delibe- 
rates whether a change of ſtate is proper, or the preſent more 
eligible, and moves or reſts accordingly. Whence it is plain, 
that any perception in the mind contributes no further to 
action, than by exciting the active powers; whereas matter, 
blindly and obſtinately continues in that ſtate in which it 1s, 
whether of motion or reſt, till ſome other adequate cauſe 
changes it. For ſuppoſe reſt to be the ſtate of any body, 
ſome external force will be requiſite to put it in motion ; and, 
in proportion, as that force is great cr ſmall, the motion will 
be ſwift or flow. But if this body did not continue pertina- 
ciouſly in its former ſtate, no external force would be requi- 
ſite to change it; nor, when changed, would different de- 
grees of force be neceſſary to move the body in different 
degrees of velocity. And, on the contrary, when motion is 
impreſſed on any body, to bring it to reſt, ſome force 46 ex- 
tra muſt always be applied, and that too in proportion to 
the intended effect. Nor is this reſiſtance ditcovreck in bodies 
only when moved in particular directions; for tis found not 
only to bear proportion to the Vis impreſſa, but likewiſe to 
the quantity of matter moved; 7. e. to the quantity of its

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ſolid extended parts. But if it were poſſible to abſtract from 
matter the qualities of ſolidity and extenſion, the matter, 
whence theſe qualities were abſtracted, would no longer re- 
ſiſt; and conſequently reſiſtance is the neceſſary reſult of 
them, which therefore in all directions muſt be the ſame. 
Again, if the degrees of reſiſtance in any body be in propor- 
tion to the Vit impreſſa, it will follow, that when that body 
is conſidered in any particular ſtate, whether of motion or 
reſt, the degrees of reſiſtance will either indefinitely multiply 
or decreaſe, according to all poſſible degrees of the moving 
force. But when the ſame body is conſidered abſolutely, or 
without fixing any particular ſtate, the reſiſtance is immuta- 
ble; and all the degrees of it, which that body would exert 
upon the acceſſion of any impreſſed force, muſt be conceived 
as actually in it, Nor can matter have any tendency or co- 
natus contrary to that reſiſtance; for if it has, it muſt either 


'be equal or ſuperior to reſiſtance itſelf : If. equal, the two

contrary tendencies would deſtroy each other; if ſuperior, 
the reſiſtence would be deſtroyed, and the exceſs of this ten- 
dency alone remain: And thus change would eternally ſuc- 
ceed to change, without one intermediate inſtant ; ſo that no 
time could be aſſigned when any body was in any particular 
ſtate. Gravitation itſelf, the moſt ſimple and univerſal law, 
ſeems far from being a tendency. natural to matter; ſince it is 
found to act internally, and not in proportion to the ſuper- 
ficies of any body; which it would do, if it were the mecha- 
nical action of matter upon matter. From all this it appears, 
that matter, conſidered merely as ſuch, is ſo far from 15 5

ſhe. is ignorant of the means by which ſhe communicates 
motion to the body. This naturally introduces the conſi- 
deration of another conſpicuous quality of the Soul, which 
Every conſcious being ſa) perceives himſelf at all times to 
be diſtinctly and individually one. This ſenſe of unity, or 
unicity, neceſſarily attends all our perceptions, actions, and 
even the conſciouſneſs of exiſtence itſelf. So that he who 
can perſuade himſelf, that the, principle which feels, reflects, 
and wills in him, is not neceſſarily and individually one; 
may as well perſuade himſelf, that it has no exiſtence at all. 
It may therefore be worth while to examine, how far this 
quality is compatible with matter, and what is intrinſically 
VV 
The quality of conſciouſneſs being in its own nature ſim- 
ple, and not admitting the idea of compoſition, muſt inhere 
in a ſubject ſuitable to its nature, . e. abſolutely and neceſ- 
ſarily indiviſible. To ſuppoſe it therefore either itſelf a qua- 
lity inherent in matter, or reſulting from other material qua- 
liti es, or ſuperadded to particular ſyſtems of matter, ſeems 
repugnant not only to reaſon but common ſenſe: For it is 
plain, that matter, by its own nature, is diviſible; and that, 
after having divided any portion of it into parts, however 
minute, we can ſtill ſuppoſe every one of theſe parts divided, 
without coming to any end. Theſe parts, however cloſely 
they cohere, are as much diſtin as if disjoined by one, or by 
a hundred miles. All the qualities in any material ſyſtem, 
are no more than the ſum or aggregate of all the qualities 
of its diſtinct parts. If therefore conſciouſneſs ſubſiſts in any 
material ſubſtratum as a quality, it muſt either ſubſiſt com- 


ſa) From unity of conſciouſneſs. 25 
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plete and perfect in the whole, or ſuch in every particular 
part. But as the parts in any material compoſition are eſſen- 
tially diſtinct from each other, and their conjunction in any 
manner merely accidental, ſo the qualities of thoſe parts muſt 
be equally diſtinct: So that conſciouſneſs, to which unity is 
aſcribed with more propriety than to any thing elſe in nature, 
cannot ſubſiſt in the whole of any ſubject whoſe parts are 
ſeparable. To ſuppoſe it accompliſhed in every particular 
part, is to ſuppoſe every conſcious being poſſeſſed of as many 
minds as there are atoms in its material form: And if even 
the minuteſt part of matter is ſtill ſuppoſed capable of divi- 
viſion by us, who knows how much farther the power of any 
ſuperior being could carry this diviſion? And at this rate 
there is no ſmall ſtock of conſciouſneſs in nature, ſince every 
reptile or inſect, which is in the leaſt degree ſenſible, has an 
indefinite number of conſciouſneſſes; each of which muſt 
feel for itſelf, and conſequently feel itſelf diſtinct from all 
the conſciouſneſſes of its adjacent parts. This will not bear 
to be inſiſted on; neither is the ſuppoſition, © That a cogi- 
« tative principle may be the effect of any conjunction of 
% powers or qualities in matter, whether known or un- 
« known,” in the leaſt more ſucceſsful, For if we ima · 
ine them unknown, they muſt either be conſciouſneſs itſelf, 
and ſo liable to all the former inconſiſtences; or conſciouſneſs 
muſt reſult from them, i. e. they muſt produce a poſitive 
quality, abſolutely and eſſentially different from themſelves ; 
they muſt accompliſh an effect, of which they cannot be 
cauſes ; and in ſhort, they muſt create ſomething out of no- 
thing. It might be expected, that they who ſo warmly aſſert 
conſciouſneſs a poſſible effect of unknown qualities in mat- 
ter, would produce any ſimilar inſtance from the known; or 
any caſe in which their conjunction produces one poſitive 
| quality 
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ality, different from themſelves (%. This would at leaſt

Thus che opera- 
tion of the ſun on wax depends e Wr on ſuch a poſition 
of each, as that the primary qualities of the one may influ- 
ence the other. But as conſciouſneſs, whatever be its ſub- 
ject, if, removed, muſt imply, a ian from that. ſubject, 
it is a zeal pokitive quality; and, by the former reaſoning, 
muſt exiſt in an immaterial uncompounded, indiviſible fob. 
ſtance, Thus having found that a power of cogitation can 
neither be eſſential to matter, nor the effect of other eſſen- 
tial qualities or E ; we need only recollect the fame 
principles, to diſcover the abſurdity of imagining it ſuper- 
added as a quality to any material ſyſtem; For not to men- 
tion the inconſiſtency of ſuppoſing zhat to be a mere quality, 


Wa, is the ſubject 4 e N za how can it 
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be added tq any whole, without being added to its particular 
parts? And as theſe are eſſentially ſeparable, a diſtinct con- 
ſciouſneſs muſt be added to each; all which ſummed up muſt 
conſtitute one indiviſible conſciouſheſs ; which is a contra- 
diftion. Beſides, were the Soul ſuperadded to the body as a 
quality, the degree and force of that quality muſt diminiſh 
as the body is divided; for this is the caſe with all other ſu- 
peradded qualities. When any piece of matter is heated, he 
who divides it abſtracts from the quantity of heat exiſting in 
it proportionably to the parts he takes 8 But, in fact, it 
appears, that amputations of the human body t let 
ſen the force of the conſcious principle: The Soul therefore 
being an immaterial fubſtance, which naturally and neceffa- 
tily implies e it muſt be naturally immortal, 
not only as a fubſtance, but likewiſe as it poſſeſſion of al 
thoſe active powers which diſtinguiſh and conſtitute a think- 
ing being. For as we canfiot fuppoſe the minuteſt particle 
even of matter utterly deſtroyed, {6 neither can we ſeparite 
its effential qualities from it. All changes in matter which 
we either obſerve or can conceive, are merely changes of 
form; the parts ſtill remain the ſame, not to be annihilated 
by any power of nature; and retaining ſtill their ſpecifical 
ſolidity, magnitude, Sc. Now, if ho material ſubſtarice can 
periſh, and if all its real qualities are inſeparable from it, 
much leſs can the Soul, whofe ſubſtance is an abſolute 
ſtranger to compoſition, and whoſe qualities are mich more 
one with the ſubſtance itſelf, be imagined capable of deftrac- 
tion. What is it we call death, but a diſſolutiom or ſepara- 
tion of parts? Thus the ſeparation of the Soul from the 
body occafions'its death, by being the cauſe of ſuch a diſſolu- 
tion: But the Soul itſelf does not appear, in this criſis, to

It will not be denied, that the ſame power which gave 
the Soul exiſtence, can likeways annihilate it; but as in itſelf 
it has no tendency to change, diſſipation, or deſtruction, or 
rather, as in its own nature it implies integrity both with re- 
ard to its ſubſtance and qualities, ſo to accompliſh its anni- 
hilation, it will require a contrary exertion of the productive 
cauſe, equal to that by which it was produced. But that 
this ſhould ever be put in execution, we can ſee no reaſon to 
fear; nay, on the contrary (if we may judge of the intention 
which any deſigning agent has in his productions, from the 
relation they ſeem to bear to an end), we ought in all reaſon 
to judge, that the Soul was formed of an unmix d and indi- 
viſible ſubſtance, that it might exiſt - to all eternity. If 
ſtrength and compactneſs lead to conclude, that the work of 
any inferior artiſan will be durable, why ſhould the ſame in- 
dications have leſs force in the works of the univerſal Ar- 
chitet? | STE 5 | 
The ceſſation of any percipient power in the Soul is no 
argument that it can be extinguiſhed, but that it is obſtructed 
by the diſorder of that organ with which it operated : For 


{till the conſcious principle feels herſelf as much an entire be- 
ing as before. Reſtore the circulation of blood to any part 
of a living frame, which for want of that circulation has 
been inſenſible, and, at the ſame time, you reſtore all the 
perceptions which it formerly convey'd. Couch an eye 


which has for ſome time been deprived of light, by a cata- 


ract, 
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ract, and immediately it recogniſes with tranſport all the 
beauties of the viſible creation. Nay, ſuch is the force of 
the mind, that without the aſſiſtance of thoſe mediums, by 
which perceptions are conveyed to her; ſhe often feels them 
as really, as when her ſenſes are exerciſed in the object from 
which they generally ariſe. Whence it ſhould follow, that 
thoſe ſenſations are not neceſſarily connected with the exter- 
nal things which generally excite them: And this will aſcer- 
tain the exiſtence of mind to be more real, at leaſt with re- 
gard to us, than that of matter. For ſome of thoſe impreſ- 
ſions are not repreſentations of any thing real in external ob- 
jects; and thoſe which ſeem to have moſt reality in them 
are, in all probability, differently felt by different perceiving 
beings. Now, if all the evidence we have for the exiſtence 
of material ſubſtances be our perceptions of their qualities; 
if thoſe are different in different beings, or in the ſame at 
different times, and if they likewiſe are felt in the abſence 
of thoſe things which moſt frequently cauſe them, the reality 
of the qualities themſelves muſt be ſa) doubtful; and the 
reality of thoſe ſubſtances, whoſe exiſtence is inferred from 
them, is ſtill more uncertain: But the reality of our own 
perceptions is ſuch as renders the mind incapable of all heſi- 
tation : And if theſe perceptions are really qualities or modes 
of being, they muſt exiſt in ſome ſubject. But not to inſiſt 
on this, it may as well be ſaid, that the power of perceiving 

the eye is dependant on a microſcope, as on the eye it- 
ſelf; for both are mere mediums, and widely different from 
the perceiving object. Thus, if the powers of ſenſation them- 
ſelves may ſubſiſt independent of their material inſtruments, 
much leſs are the powers of reflection and judgment con-

operate without it. Such as are conſcious that the mind 
8 thinks in a ſeries, of which every idea depends ſome 
way on another; ſuch as are ſenſihle how eaſily impreſſions, 
received when the mind is fully auple and active, ate loſt; 
ſuch as have entirely for got ideas, of which. they afterwards 
obtain faint ea Fer And, laſtly, ſuch as have ſeen 
ſcenes tranſacted, and converſations beld, by perſons aſleep, 
who have no remembrance of. them when awake, will be 
cautious of aſſerting, that the Soul ever ceaſes to think. 
They who cannot conceive what. is the ſubſtance of the 
Soul out of the body, will do . to inform us. what this 


ſubſtance is while involved in it: Nay more, what is this in- 


diſſoluble charm, which unites the qualities of the body, their 
favourite exiſtence: Till this diſcovery is. Ke 'twill be de- 
cent to ſuppreſs their wonder, when — ſee People believe 
an exiſtence which they do nat underſtand. _ 

To pretend that the exiſtence of the Soul is dependent on 
matter, is to oppoſe one of the ſtron geſt and earlieſt diftates - 
of nature, ey ſafe the mind — ſbe is not only di- 
ſtinct from al matter, hut even from that ſyſtem which 
ſhe calls her own body: Nor can ſhe forbear to think that 
its parts, however intimately connected with her, are mere 
inſtruments to execute her volitions, and implicit ſubjects of 
her government. She perceives that they adminiſter pleaſure 
and pain to her; and are conſequently ſomething totally dif- 
ferent from her. 

Our ſenſations may be divided into three kinds, ſome. of 
which are by the mind naturally referred to diſtant objects, 
and ſeem — of ſomething in. them ; others are 
more immediately attributed to our own bodies, and thoſe 

parts

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patts of them which are in immediate contact with objects: 
A third kind are the reflex perceptions of the mind itſelf and 
its qualities. The firſt two neceſſarily _ the ideas of 


place and extenſion; the third is Pale indiviſible, and un- 
compounded; ſuch are the ideas of generoſity, magnani- 
mity, temperance, Sc. Now, if we only judge of unknown 
natures by their qualities, nothing appears more foreign to 
matter or diviſibility than thoſe juſt mentioned. 

That the Soul is not material, we may juſtly een e 
n the operations of memory of; nor will all the traces, 
with which De/carzes ſo ingeniouſly impreſs d the brain, ac- 
count for the extent and promptitude of this ſurprifing faculty. 
For if the capacity of the mind to retain impreſſions were 
like that of a veſſel, and if the ideas ſtored there were ma- 
terial, what an immenſe vacuity muſt it require to hold ſo 
vaſt a number? Or if they were impteſſed, as with a ſcal up- 
on any ſurface, how prodig ious an expanſe would be found 
neceſfary to contain them And what ſorms could we aſſign 
to things which never enter into the mind as pofſeſs d of any? 
If we ſurvey the reaſoning faculty (3), it will afford us the 
ſame conviction; for if it be matęrial, then abſtract tryths 
and motives of every kind, in order to habe a y effect upon 
it, muſt influence it phyſically : But one muf be an ebiti- 
nate materialiſt indeed to imagine this; 

All the inventive powers of the mind /c} ihe to pro- 
claim her infinitely different in nature, and fuperior in 

nity to all matter. Were mankind joined in ſociety; was 

life Na and cultivated ; were er ſeiences and arts not

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only of utility, but elegance, produced by. matter? by a 
f mw maſs? A ſubſtance ſo contrary to all activity and intel- 
ligence, that it ſeems the work of an omnipotent hand alone 
to connect them. What judgment ſhall we form of that 
| principle which 3 and enlightened a Galileo, a Coper- 
nicus, or a Newton? What inſpiration taught them to place 
the ſun in the centre of his ſyſtem, and aſſign the various 
orbs their revolutions round him; reducing motions, ſo di- 
verſe and unequal, to uniform and ſimple laws? Was it not 
ſomething like that great eternal mind, which firſt gave ex- 
iſtence to thoſe luminous orbs, and preſcribed each of. them 
their province? Whence the infinite harmony and variety of 
ſounds, the copiaus flow of eloquence, the bolder graces and 
more inſpired elevations of poetry; but from a mind, an 
immaterial being, the reflected image of her all- perſect 
CaxaroR, in Wwhom eternally dwells all beauty and excel- 
lence? Were man only endued with a principle of vegeta- 
tion, fixed to one peculiar ſpot, and inſenſible of all that 
paſſed around him; we might then with ſome colour ſup- 
ſe that energy, if it may be ſo called, periſhable. Were 
4 like animals, poſſeſſed of mere vitability, and qualified 
only to move and feel, ſtill we might have ſome reaſon to 
fear, that in ſome aA period of duration our CREATOR 
might reſume his gift of exiſtence. But can any one, who 
pretends to the leaſt reflection, imagine that ſuch a being as 
the human Soul, adorned with ſuch extenſive intellectual 
powers, will ever ceaſe to be the object of that love and 
care, which eternally holds the univerſe in its embrace? 
Did ſhe obtain ſuch a boundleſs underſtanding, merely to taſte 
the pleaſure of exerciſing it? to catch a tranſient glance of 


its objects, and periſh ? Form'd as ſhe is to ne on herſelf, 
| and 
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and all things round her, muſt ſhe ceaſe from action, while 
yet the mighty taſk is ſcarce begun? ' Muſt ſhe; loſe thoſe! fa 
culties by which ſhe retains the paſt, comprehends' the - pre- 
ſent, and preſages the future? Muſt ſhe contemplate no 
more thoſe bright impreſſions of divinity which are diſco- 
vered in the ee world; nor thoſe, ſtronger and more 
animated features of the ſame eternal beauty, Which ſhine in 
her own godlike form? And muſt ſhe be for eyer abſorbed 
in the womb of uneſſential nothing? Strange, that in the 
view, and even in the arms, of infinite power and goodneſs, 
a dawn ſo fair and promiſing ſhould at once be clouded with 

all the horrors of eternal night? Such a ſuppoſition would 
be contrary to the whole conduct and laws of nature. That 
inſatiable deſire of good (2), which ſcorns every poſſeſſion 
already in our power, and ever pants for untaſted delights, 
is likewiſe a Mang argument of the p ue of the Soul.

aim; and to teach them, tliat they were d for en, 
and unbounded perfection 
But of all thoſe paſſions which regard only ſelfiſh 'enjoy- 
ment none better deſertes bur attention po the love of 
fame fa); at it really ſeems to imply a tacit determination 
of nature in favour of Immortality. For why do ſueh num- 
bers of men, without ceſſation or intermiſſion, exert all their 
powers of Soul and body, "negligent of the pleaſures of liſe, 
and inattentive to the Neb eſt importunities of natural ap- 
petite; for à pleaſure, which, if they taſte at all in this world, 
they can never hope to enjoy in its perfection? Why is it 
that the moſt diſtant᷑ pr of loſing fame; even thro in- 
finite duration, would relax their moſt karneſt endeavours, 
and at once defect all the ardour and ſpirit which they ex- 
preſs d before? What can all this be but an information from 
Gop to the Soul, intimately and perpetually felt, that her 
relation to other exiſtences, and conſequently her own ex- 
iſtence, muſt be eternal ? Nor can even imagination aſſign 
a final period to either: Otherwiſe to deſire fame beyond 
this life, would be to deſire what we never can enjoy; and to 
be afraid of loſing, i it, would be to fear a Want March we 
never can fefl.. It 3 is 
This anticipation of a Kare 15. N gl the wa of fame 
is ſaid to imply, has prevailed from the earlieſt antiquity ; as 
may be fairly « deduced from their funeral ceremonies, deifi- 
cations, and other rites. . Nations the moſt diſtant and 
| removed fronr mutual con trunications r ir.

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Whoever will take a view'of the hiſtory of mankind, may 
eaſily ſee that thoſe minds which have moſt invariably fol- 
lowed nature, and conſecrated themſelves to virtue, have 
been proportionally impreſſed and animated by expectations 
far beyond this tranſitory ſcene. And as this deſire of Im- 
mortality ſeems 'interwoven with our being, ſo the horror of 
annihilation is equally ſtrong, and equally inſeparable from it. 
Theſe preconceptions of the Soul's innate dignity, theſe inti- 
mations of eternal being, ſo deeply engraved, and ſo uni- 
verſally acknowleged ; what are they but the diffuſive influ- 
ence of that cauſe, which contains, pervades, and actuates 
this mighty whole? The voice of Gop, which (rather felt 
than heard), informs us what we are? And can it be thought 
that the original ſource of all wiſdom and benevolence would 
ever give his intellectual creatures reaſon to expect what he 
never intended to perform? If we cannot imagine that Gov, 
whoſe love of his works is eternal and ſupreme, would, with- 
out ſome reaſon of the higheſt importance, diſcontinue the 
happineſs of any being ; much leſs probable is it, that he will 
flatter us with hopes which are never to be accompliſhed. _ 
If the continuance of our being muſt be circumſcribed to 
this ſhort life, why all this apparatus of nature to intereſt 
the Soul in futurity ? Why has fhe made every natural taſte 
an inſtrument to heighten and confirm our relation to eter- 
nity ? Thoſe who are enamoured of beauty, whether as ſhe 
ſhines in the auguſt and various fabric of the univerſe, or as 
ſhe appears in compoſitions of art, ſhew by every defire and 
effort of their minds, how ſtrongly they are impreſs d, and 
how deeply intereſted in notions of endleſs being. 
But if we add to this the force of the ſocial affections (aq, 
our argument will acquire ſtill greater ſtrength ; for by them 
(a) F rom the ſocial affections. | | 
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our whole Souls are engaged to.procure and aſcertain, what- 
ever our own taſte determines to be good for our friends, our 
country, and mankind ; not only during our own lives, but 
for ages to come, and for poſterity in infinite deſcent. Why 
elſe are we ſolicitous to project and purſue plans fo widely 
diſproportioned to the utmoſt extent of natural life, that they 
ſeem to comprehend almoſt eternity ? Why do we plant trees 
to bring "2:4 fruit for generations unborn, and build houſes 
whoſe magnificence we can never hope to ſurvey, if not from 
a conſciouſneſs that others ſhall enjoy them, and that we 
ourſelves ſhall ſtill be capable of the pleaſure ariſing from 
that conſciouſneſs? This ſame principle animates the nobler 
enterpriſes of the hero and legiſlator. But thoſe affections 
viewed in another light, are not leſs expreſſive of the excel- 
lency and immortal nature of the Soul: For the deſires 
which ariſe from the animal oeconomy of our nature are 
never more extenſive, nor more durable, than the relations 
themſelves. To ſenſual appetites, which firſt engage the 
mind, ſucceed other affections more intenſe, more refined, 
and more eſſential to mental nature. Theſe are ſo far from 
languiſhing by repeated gratifications, or being capable of 
extinction, like the former; that they continue uninterrupted, 
and gradually open, till they extend beyond all limits. 
Whence it would appear, ſince nature never acts in vain, that 
as the more limited deſires either ceaſe or operate with leſs 
violence, according to the relations eſtabliſhed by nature be- 
tween ourſelves and the objects to which they attach us; ſo 
thoſe affections of a more extenſive kind, will be equally 
durable with the objects to which they are related. And 
thus to ſuppoſe any time when we ſhall be incapable of ex- 
erciſing thoſe deſires, would be to ſuppoſe neither Gop nor 
the univerſe exiſtent. But if in this life our views of the

grand objects for which theſe affections ſeem formed, are but 
remote and confuſed; it is ſtill more probable that, in ſome _ 
future period, we ſhall be admitted into a nearer and. more 
intimate communication with them. For Gop by whom 
theſe unwearied propenſities were kindled, and towards 
whom they tend, is himſelf eſſential, unmixed, inextinguiſh- 
Ae 1 15 e 
If we compare the character of Gop (a), as a wiſe ſuper- 
intendant and generous benefactor of nature, with the ſtate 
in which things at preſent appear; where virtue is often de- 
preſſed and afflicted, and vice apparently triumphs; it will 
ſeem highly inconſiſtent, that in no future ſcene, vice ſhould 
be treated with the puniſhment and infamy it merits, and vir- 
tue receive that happineſs, and honour, which from its own - 
intrinſic worth, it deſerves, and from its conformity to the 
nature of Goyp, it has reaſon to expect. 27 

Tis true, this ſubject has been too much exaggerated; and 
(4) ſome pious men have weakly thought, the beſt way to 
convince us, that order and happineſs preyailed in a future 
| ſtate, was to perſuade us, that there was none at all in this. 
External advantages have been taken for the only goods of 
human nature; and becauſe in this view all things took the 
appearance of mal-adminiſtration, we have been taught to 
expect a government of rectitude and benevolence hereaftes. 

Let us on the contrary candidly own, that virtue is ſove- 
reignly and ſolely good ; leaſt by depreciating her charms, 
we obliquely detract from the character of Gop himſelf. 
Let us confeſs her undowered excellence ſuperior to all the 
inconyeniences that may attend her even in the preſent ſitua- 
tion. But without allowing ſome difference between poverty

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and riches, ſickneſs and health, pain and pleaſure, & c. we 
ſhall have no foundation for preference; and it will be in 
vain to talk of ſelecting ſa) and rejecting, where no one ehoice 
can be more agreeable or diſagreeable to nature than another. 
Upon this difference therefore, however it be called, let the 
preſent argument proceed. . | 
If infinite goodneſs be the ſpirit and characteriſtic of the 
- univerſal government, then every advantage, however incon- 
ſiderable in kind or degree, muſt either be ſuppoſed imme- 
diately beſtowed on virtue; or at leaſt that ſuch retribu- 
tions will at ſome time be made her, as may not only render 
her votaries equal but ſuperior to thoſe of vice, in proportion 
to their merit. But how different the cafe is in human life, 
hiſtory and obſervation may eaſily convince us: So that one, 
whoſe eyes are not intent on the character of Gop, and the 
nature of virtue, would often be tempted to think this world 
a theatre merely intended for mournful ſpectacles, and pomps 
of horror: How many perſons do we ſee periſh by the mere 
wants of nature, who (had they been in different circum- 
ſtances) would have thanked Gop with tears of joy for the 
power of communicating thoſe advantages, which they now 
implore from others in vain? while, at the ſame time, they 
have perhaps the additional miſery of ſeeing their moſt en- 
deared relations involved in the fame deplorable fate! How 
often do we ſee thoſe ties which unite the Soul and body, 
worn out by the gradual advances of a lingering diſeaſe, or 
-burſt at once by the ſudden efforts of unutterable agony? 
while the unhappy ſufferers, had they been continued in life, 
might have diffuſed happineſs, not only through the narrow 
circle of their friends and neighbourhood, but as extenſively 
as their country, and even the world itſelf. How many

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names do we ſec buried in obſcurity, or ſoiled with detrac- 
tion, which ought to have ſhone the firſt in fame ? How 
many heroes have ſurvived the liberties of their country, or 
died in abortive attempts to preſerve them; and, by their fall, 
only left a larger field for the lawleſs ravage of tyranny and 
_ oppreſſion ? 
But were it poſſible, how long and inſuperable would be 
the taſk to enumerate all the ingredients which compoſe the 
preſent cup of bitterneſs? And is this the conſummation of 
things? Will the fupreme and eſſential goodneſs no way 
diſtinguiſh ſuch as have invariably purſued his honour, and 
the intereſt of his government, from thoſe who have induſtri- 
ouſly violated the order he has appointed in things? who 
have blotted the face of nature with havock, murder, and 
deſolation; and ſhewn a conſtant intention to counteract all: 
the benevolent defigns of Providence? It is confeſs d that the 
virtuous, happy in the poſſeſſion of virtue alone, make their 
exit from the preſent ſcene with bleſſings to the CxxATOox, 
for having called them to exiſtence, and given them the glo- 
rious opportunity of enjoying what is in itſelf ſupremely eli- 
gible: They are conſcious that this felicity can receive no 
acceſſion from any external luſtre or advantage whatever. 
Yet it ſeems highly neceſſary in the divine adminiſtration, 
that thoſe who. have been dazzled with the falſe glare of 
- proſperous wickedneſs, ſhould at laſt be undeceived; that 
they ſhould at laſt behold virtue conſpicuous in all her native 
ſplendor and majeſty, as ſhe ſhines the chief delight of Go 
and ultimate happineſs of all e nature. 
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O feel in ſome meaſure the force of what has been ſaid, 
I let us ſuppoſe a father poſſeſſed of the moſt exquiſite 
tenderneſs for his ſon, delighted with his ſimilarity of form, 
his promiſing conſtitution, his ſtrength, gracefulneſs, and 
agility, his undiſguiſed emotions of filial affection, with the 
various preſages of a ſuperior genius and underſtanding, Let 
us likewiſe fuppoſe this father pleaſed with the employment 
of improving his faculties, and inſpiring him with future 
hopes of le and dignity: But that he may give him 
a quicker ſenſibility to the misfortunes of others, and a more 
unſhaken fortitude to ſuſtain his own, he often prefers younger 
brethren, and even ſtrangers to thoſe advantages, which other- 
wiſe merit, and the force of nature, would determine him to 
- beſtow on ſo worthy an offspring. Let us go further, and 
imagine, if we can, that this father, without the leaſt dimi- 
nution of tenderneſs, or any other apparent reaſon, deſtroys 
his ſon in the bloom of life, and height of expectation: Who 
would not lament the fate of ſuch a youth with inconſolable 
tears? doom'd never more to behold the agreeable light of 
Heaven] never more to diſplay his perſonal graces, nor ex- 
erciſe his manly powers, never more to feel his heart warmed 
with benevolent regards, nor taſte the Soul's tranſporting plea- 
ſure of obliging and being obliged ! Blotted at once from ex- 
iſtence, and the fair creation, he ſinks in ſilence and obli- 
vion ; with all his ſublime hopes diſappointed, all his im- 
menſe deſires ungratified, and all his intellectual faculties 
unimproved! Without mentioning the inſtinctive horror 
which muſt attend ſuch an action, how abſurd to reaſon, and 
how inconſiſtent with the common feelings of humanity, 


would it be, to ſuppoſe a father capable of ſuch a deed. 
þ Forbid 
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Fiorbid it Gov, forbid it nature, that we ſhould impute to 

the munificent Father of being and happineſs, what, even in 
the loweſt of rational creatures, would be monſtrous and de- 
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Thus having found, that the duration and importance of _ 
our exiſtence is not confined to ſuch momentary objects, nor 
ſo narrow a ſphere as the preſent, tis natural and becoming 
to pauſe here, to ſurvey the high deſtiny of our nature, and 
the influence it ought to have on life. Are we then intended 
for actors in the grand drama of eternity? are we candidates 
for the plaudit of the rational creation? are we formed to 
participate the ſupreme beatitude in communicating happi- 
neſs? are we deſtined to co-operate with Gop in advancing 
the order and perfection of his works? how ſublime a crea- 
ture then is man? how infinitely ought he to riſe above all 
the vain attachments and contaminating pleaſures of his pre- 
ſent ſtate? how ſteadily ought his attention to be fixed on 
that grand period, which ſhall diſmiſs him to the regions of 
intellectual light and benevolence ! With what aſſiduity and 
ardour ought he to form his reliſh and conſtitution for enjoy- 
ments ſo exquiſite and durabee n 
The whole life of a philoſopher ought to be one contem- 
plation on death. Why elſe are we exhorted to retire from 
the body, from the pleaſures of ſenſe, and the hurry of the 
world, but to render the Soul independent of them; to re- 
colle& her within herſelf, to purge the mental fight from all 
the dimneſs contracted in its preſent dark abode, and to pre- 
pare it for the fuller, purer irradiations of eternal truth and 
beauty? Thus, by degrees, we emancipate the Soul from all 
material connections; by thus gradually dying, ſhe contracts 
a habit; Death grows more familiarly intimate to her, and 
when ſhe leaves the body, ſhe diſengages herſelf with eaſe 
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and freedom. Otherwiſe its appetites: and habits will twiſt 
themſelves, like adamantine chains around her eſſence, and 
render her utterly incapable of taſting thoſe nobler pleaſures, 
for which her CREA Tox in the formation of her being intend- 


ed her. Let us then reverence ourſelves, nor ſtoop to any thing 
below the glorious purſuits for which we are created; leſt to 


our other crimes we add facrilege, and violate that ** 


Power within us.
